Reasons Why It Was Impossible to Reorganize 
the First National Bank. 


•STATEMENT OF THE EXAMINER. 


**Tbe question of reorfaniiation of the First imtioMl bank w m gone over 
oarefuUy last night by the examiner and Messrs. Morton, Hinkley and Porter. 
It was found there was sullloieiit good assets to pay deposits bwides the ques- 
Uonable assets estimated by the examiner out of which something will be raal- 
ixed. 


‘‘The question of reorganiialion was a question, however,for the shareholders 
of thebanktosettld. In other words, before 950,000 new capital could get a 
title to the assets of the bank every shareholder would have to consent to the 
releasing of his interest In the property of the bank in excess of the amount 
realised to pay deposits. 


“An effort was made this morning to see how far the shareholders would re­ 
lease their stock provided new men could be found who would put up 950,000 
new capital, buy the assets and pay depositors. The present directors of the 
bank all signed the paper, including Mr. S. A. Bailey, wlio holds 96,000 in stock. 
Mr. James Baley, who with bis wife holds 99,000 in stock yet, was called in be­ 
fore the board but declined to sign the agreement, giylng as a reason that most 
of his r stock was hypothecated in other banks for borrowed money. It was 
found that several of the non-resident shareholders of stock were in the same 
fix. 


*‘Not being able to secure a clear title to the bank’s assets it will be impossi­ 
ble to reorganize the First national bank.

The name of the First National bank 
will pass into oblivion. 
All hope of 
reorirani'/4ng the bank has been aban­ 
doned and this afternoon the comp­ 
troller of the currency àt Washington 
ap|M)inted D. B. Ainger, of Lansing, 
ex-state banking commissioner, as re­ 
ceiver. He is expected here the lat­ 
ter part of the week and upon his arri­ 
val and the filing of his bond the bank 
examiner will turn the business over 
into his bands. 


An effort was made to have Johi^ 
Higman jr., of St. Joseph appointed; 
receiver but It is the policy of Uncle 
Sam to appoint some disinterested 
party who has no friends in the com­ 
munity and consequently will not una­ 
wares show any favoritism. 


A comparatively new law makes it 
possible for people owing the bank to 
offset the account with their deposits. 


The depositors of the bank will re­ 
ceive their first Installment about Jan­ 
uary I. There was a considerable sum 
of money on hand at the time the bank 
was closed and this cash will at bnce 
be sent to the United States treasury 
at Washington and deposited to the 
credit of the receiver. 
The receiver 
has three months to prove the claims 
of the bank and not until after this Is 
done will any payinent be mi^e the 
depositors. 
The exact amount of cash 
on hand at the time of the failure can­ 
not be learned. Mr. Caldwell declares 
he is not permitted to give out that 
Information though he added, ‘They 
had some money left yet.” 


The pass books of the depositors will 
be balanced and ready to return in 
three or four days.

It 
was only nine days after Mr. Caldwell 
began probing the affair that Johnson 
plead guilty and was sentenced to the 
penlt6Qtiiar|r^ for hine'yearH.

At Lattlmer a band of women at­ 
tempted to drivé out MO Italians who re­ 
turned to worlt. They ^were ariáed witk 
stubs and stones, and moved on the en* 
gine house and the company stores. The 
raid looked formidable for a time, an^ 
was not ended until three companies of 
the Thirteenth regiment with fixed bay­ 
onets had presssd back and dispersed the 
crowds. A number of Butler Valley 
miners who want to return to work at 
lAttlmer were driven back by a body 
«f armed strikers who. met them a« they 
oame over the mountain, a mile or more 
from camp. The ditturhance at Bckley 
was an attempt by strikers to intimidate 
the men who wanted to work, and it. 
too, was quieted by the troops without 
violence. 


victory for th« OponMom. 


Tlie break of the strike is practically s 
victory for the operators, as in only one 
or two Instances have the demands of 
the men been granted, although several 
companies have promised to consider the 
grievances. Warrants for the arrest of 
Sheriff Martin and his deputies were is­ 
sued yesterday by Judges Lynch and 
Bennett at Wilkesbarre. They were 
served here last night, and no resist­ 
ance was made. The w^rlts contain sev 
ènty-eight names, including the sheriff’s, 
and the latter has agreed to deliver all 
the deputies for a hearing today. 
A 
company of the Ninth regiment will es­ 
cort them to Wilkesbarre. General Gobin 
permitted the service of the writs be­ 
cause he thinks the civil authorities are 
now' able to handle the situation. The 
gradual withdrawal of the troops will be 
considered today.

protect the citlsen in his right of prop­ 
erty. There is no reason why the rights 
of property owners should not be pro 
teoted by the courts. These owners in 
vested large sums of money In their 
plant at Monongah, and the bill for In 
junction alleged that the defendants 
were al>out to do things that would 
lessen the value of the property and 
possibly destroy it. 
The law is that 
where an Injury is threatened to which 
the law afforts no adequate remedy 
then the court' of equity interferes to 
prevent the Injury, and this is such 
a caHe. The injunction abridged no 
right of the miners, did not interfere 
with the light of free speech, and waa 
a carefully prepared and well consid 
ered order. 


“I instructed my officers, in taking 
that injunction to serve it, to stand be­ 
hind it like the soldier behind the 
fortress, but to keep within the lines 
of the Injunction and not to extend or 
step beyond it, and do nothing excepting 
exactly tha^ which was required. This 
order was not an Innovation. It Is an 
application of what I consider good law, 
and wa» done in a proper case to pro­ 
tect property of the plaintiffs, which 
tha court conceives to be its duty, just 
as it would protect the rights of the de- 
fandants In the proper exercise of ail 
thair privileges under the constitution."
